Mr. Graber said that the trustee could 
act as clerk for the minutes but can 
sign no legal documents. 
Trustee 
Acton then asked Stubenrauch to ac^ 


for the time being.

Whiting 
then 
said 
he 
thought the first business was to elect 
a trustee. 
Town Attorney 
Graber 
said you must have a clerk as an 
executive officer. 
There was no au 
thority for anything else. 
A member 
can act a clerk for the purpose of 
taking the minutes. 
Tru .tee Stuben­ 
rauch then consented to act for the 
time being. 


Trustee 
Stubenrauch then

nated C. S. Preble as a competent 
man to fill the vacant rostim of 
clerk.

Stubenrauch said 10 Whiting: "1 don't 
beleive you intend to give the Electric 
Light Company more than $5.00." 
President Acton said he did not think 
it was necessary to have so many 
lights in the engine houses. 
It was 
moved and seconded that the Electric 
Light bills be laid over one week. 
All bills reported to the Board were 
passed upon except the Electric light 
bill which went over.

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BERKELEY 
IMPROVEMENT 
CLUBS, 


There does not appear to be any- 
better way for this town to become 
progressive than through the forma 
tion of clubs in each section of the 
town and thus concentrating the 
power for public good. 
The town 
covers so much territory that it be 
comes more necessary to have such 
bodies of men come together and 
discuss whatever may be for mutual 
benefit. 


In this way each member of each 
club will be on the lookout and re 
port to his own society whatever may­ 
be necessary to be done. 
The Sec 
retary of the Club will then Jiave in 
formation all the time which he can 
place before the Town Trustees or 
any public officer to whom it may 
properly belong. 


It operates more ways than one 
In the first place information is duly 
collected from the various members 
and presented in proper shape, where 
the most good will come from it. 
Again when information of this kind 


is 
presented to the Board of Trus­ 
tees they are more likely to and do 
take notice of it, which if presented 


by a single individual is very apt to 
put aside for the time being and then 
it is not long before it is forgotten 
altogether unless that man who has 
the grievance persistently follows it j 
up. 
It does not take long tor a 
single person to get discouraged 
when working for the dear public if 
he does not immediately meet with 
success. 
He considers when he has 
made the want known that he has 
done his duty and thus but little if 
anything is accomplished. 


Clubs heretofore formed have done 
good in their day, but for some rea 
son interest was lost, and they prac 
tically went out of existence. Of 
late new and fresh 
societies have 
been formed, and men have become 
connected with them who are of a 
pushing character. 
When you find 
combinations of this kind you will 
notice that that section of the town 


is always asking for improvement, 
and. they always get it. 


Perhaps South Berkeley is a good 
illustration of what a live club can do. 
They have not got all they want by 
any means but in the short time in 
which the people of that section have 
banded together for the purpose of 
furthering 
public 
improvements a 
great deal has been accomplished and 
no doubt by the end of the coniin 
year that diviston of Berkeley is very 
likeley to advance ahead of other di- 
vifions of the same kind of progres 
sive work is not performed in them. 


The North Berkeley club does not 
seem to have been attending very 
much to public business of late. 


We 
think it would be a good idea 


if the several different clubs which 
are in active existence in. the tojwn 
should take up the new charter pre­ 


pared by the freeholders and discuss 
it these long winter evenings section 


by section until the whole bill has 
been gone through with. 
By doing 
so they can enlighten their neighbors 
and be in a more intelligent form of 
mind when they are called to make a 
new government. 


An old West Ender came into the 
sanctum of the 
G A Z E T T E this morn­ 
ing and enquired if the printer was 
in. It turned out that he wanted to 
see the editor. 
He not being handy 
just then the reporter made enquiries 
as to his wants and found out that 
the man had been among his neigh­ 
bors and had really got them to sign 
a petition which may be presented to 
the Board of Trustees Monday night 
to have an electric light placed on the 
bulkhead at the foot of Bancroft way 
to keep the China steamers from run 
ning into it and undoing the work of 
the town fathers.

Not a Fortune in it- 


City Wharfinger Rutherford has 
been compiling some figures lately 
and has come to the conclusion toat 
a rival ferry system between Oakland 
and San Francisco is not a paying in­ 
stitution. 
According to his figures a 
terry line will run behind from $60 
to $62 a month on a daily service. 


The steamer Mare Isiand was run­ 
ning between Oakland and San Fran­ 
cisco for two weeks. 
Dnring that 
time she carried 
176,194 pounds of 
freight the first week and 328,175 
the second. 
This freight pays 50 
cents a ton, making the receipts 
about $126 50 for two weeks. Of 
this dockage cost $ 4 7 2 per day, or 
$56 64 for the two weeks. She burns 
$7 50 worth of coal daily, and these 
expenditures and others leave the 
company $ z i 14 behind. 
This is 
not counting the cost of water and 
help and other similar necessary ad 
juncts to a ferry system.
